(Copy of “Report on 1947 State Road Department 
Program” made to the State Association of County 
Commissioners at the Annual Meeting in Panama 
City, March 5, 1948.) 



I was grateful to receive again this year an invitation 
to appear on your program. My delight over the invita¬ 
tion was slightly tempered by the request your President, 
Mr. Bourland, coupled with it, that I make myself avail¬ 
able immediately following my talk, for a discussion with 
your committee on county road problems. You know the 
going can get pretty rugged when some of these county 
vigilantes get you alone, surrounded and outnumbered. 
Sometimes you don’t have the answers, and again, maybe 
the answer you have isn’t the one they want. 

Seriously, though, I am glad of both opportunities, 
and especially the latter one because it is when you, and 
not I, do the talking that I get the most help. 

I am coming to look on these annual appearances be¬ 
fore your association as an occasion requiring an ac¬ 
counting, or a report of our operations for the previous 
year. Perhaps I should say the occasion gives an oppor¬ 
tunity instead of requiring such an accounting or report 
of progress, since it is something I look forward to, and 
which you in no wise demand. 

Last year I had to apologize somewhat for the lack of 
progress we had made in postwar highway development. 
It had been disappointing to us, and I know it was to 
you, that during 1946 we had only been able to do $13,- 
771,000 worth of construction work. However, I was 
hopeful for the future. I assured you that the develop¬ 
ment program was gaining momentum and that 1947 
should bring better results. 

It is with a great deal of satisfaction that I can now 
report the progress anticipated. Total expenditures for 
construction during the year were over $33,000,000,— 
the greatest for any single year in the Road Department’s 
history, by about 60%. 

These construction expenditures were made for im¬ 
provement involving over 2,000 miles of road and 25,600 
feet of bridges. The balance of this construction work 
was carried over for completion in 1948. 

During 1947 we completed 308 jobs (some of which 
had already been started), involving total expenditures 


of $21,235,593, and improvements to 1,112 miles of road 
and 13,679 feet of bridges. 

As you know, we have just adopted another ambitious 
tentative construction budget for 1948. 

The Road Department set a new record in construction 
and maintenance expenditures in 1947 and expects to 
surpass it in 1948. 

There were two reasons why this was and is necessary, 
and two reasons why it was possible. 

In the first place, our state maintained system had 
become woefully inadequate. It embraced many miles of 
highway hastily improved during the Florida boom, and 
much of these had worn out or become obsolescent. A 
careful prewar appraisal made in 1940 revealed that at 
least $125,000,000 was necessary to make the system 
adequate for that time. During* the war orderly improve¬ 
ments to the system were not possible as only construc¬ 
tion tending to aid the war effort was permitted. In 
addition, while, because of gas rationing and other re¬ 
strictions, total traffic declined, the heavy commercial 
and military traffic increased. It is this type of traffic 
that proved damaging to our system. 

The end of the war, then, found us with an accumu¬ 
lated back log of critically needed improvements exceed¬ 
ing the 1940 estimate of $121,000,000 by some $45,000,000. 

But it didn’t take long after the war to find that our 
state was developing much faster than had been expected. 
Population, car registration, gasoline sales and highway 
traffic were increasing at astounding rates. 

I think one example will serve to illustrate how our 
obligation had mounted and why our sights had to be 
lifted. In 1940, when the original development cost esti¬ 
mate was made, the total vehicle miles of highway travel 
in Florida was five billion. Our development plan was 
based on a projection showing that this total would reach 
seven and eight-tenths (7.8) billion in 1960. Instead, 
that total was reached and passed in 1947. 

Thus, the critical deficiency of our prewar system, 
increased by damage of heavy war traffic, plus the un- 
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expected rate of postwar growth in the state made the 
unprecedented construction program necessary. 

The program was made financially possible by (1) a 
reserve accumulated during the war years when improve¬ 
ment work was restricted, (2) greatly increased federal 
aid in the amount of $7,500,000 a year provided by the 
1944 Federal postwar highway act, and (3) record- 
breaking increases in gasoline consumption whence comes 
the state revenue for our maintained system. 

Needless to say, our construction program cannot con¬ 
tinue at the same rate. Our 1947 expenditure exceeded 
our income by $8,000,000. Our 1948 budget, even though 
it contemplates exhausting the reserve, and is predicated 
on receipts from federal participation in the sum of 
$21,325,000, nevertheless will exceed anticipated resources 
by $16,000,000. 

It is true that we are now trying to make up for lack 
of timely improvements in the past and hence our ex¬ 
penditures are considerably above normal. At the same 
time we must not forget that many of these highway de¬ 
ficiencies accumulated prior to the war,—a proof that 
highway revenue in the normal prewar era was below 
requirements. Nor can we fail to recognize that the state 
is continuing to expand and develop with prodigious 
strides, which will add greatly to our highway needs. 

Therefore, even when the back log of past due improve¬ 
ments have been supplied the highways will need more 
revenue than is now being allocated, in order to keep 
them adequate. 

Up to now we have no assurance that federal aid will 
be continued at the rate applying during the past two 
years. Two bills have been introduced in Congress, and 
referred to committees, which would extend the federal 
aid for another three years on substantially the same 
basis, but no action has been taken. The country seriously 
needs these federal appropriations, and needs for them 
to be made without delay so that sound long-range plans 
can be made. 

We cannot, however, rely primarily on federal aid. 
Historically it has supplied only 15% of the funds ex¬ 
pended by the State Road Department. We must, there¬ 


fore, continue to look to state sources for our principal 
support. 

None of us, I am sure, would suggest that the addi¬ 
tional highway revenue required should come from in¬ 
creased motor vehicle or highway user taxes. Already 
the Florida motorists as a class are taxed as high as any 
in the nation. What we do believe is that, in all equity, 
a greater part of the motor vehicle imposts now being 
levied should be devoted to highway purposes. Florida 
continues to enjoy the questionable distinction of ranking 
first among the 48 states in the proportion of motor 
vehicle imposts diverted to non-highway purposes. 

Of course I do not have to sell you on the idea of re¬ 
versing the trend of highway tax diversion. It was with 
your wholehearted support that the 1947 Legislature 
enacted House Joint Resolution 1269 proposing a consti¬ 
tutional amendment to Article IX by which all highway 
gasoline tax proceeds would be dedicated to roads. 

You did a good job then, but that was just a part of 
the job. This proposed amendment has got to be explained 
to the voters. 

Traditionally our citizens revere the Constitution. In¬ 
stinctively they are opposed to any change unless they 
are convinced it is necessary. Also, they are much more 
interested in the colorful campaigns of the candidates 
than in votes on constitutional changes. Therefore it is 
up to us to see that the voters are properly apprised of 
the issue involved in the proposed addition of Section 
17 to Article IX of the Constitution. 

The highway users will of course be the main bene¬ 
ficiaries. But the substantial rewards to the counties will 
make your problems as county officers much lighter. 
The old road and bridge debts can be paid off faster. 
All counties will have more funds for needed road im¬ 
provements and some counties now required to levy ad 
valorem taxes for road debts will be freed of that burden. 

This will be the most progressive and helpful measure 
taken for roads and county benefits since Section 16 of 
Article IX, by which most of the counties were relieved 
of their burdensome road debt, was added to our Con¬ 
stitution in 1942. Let us not fail to insure its adoption.

Imagine you’re taking a leisurely 
motor trip. 

Jacksonville to Miami is a nice 
day’s jaunt. It’s a beautiful trip 
along the Atlantic Ocean, a little 
more than 300 miles in length. 

You start out a little after sunrise, 
take it easy all the way down and 
in six to seven hours, you’re in the 
Magic City. 

There was something different 
about this trip, however. 

You couldn’t see the ocean. It was 
too far away. In fact, it was a mile 
away. 

And on your right to the west as 
you traveled you couldn’t see much 
either. 

Not much except oranges, grape¬ 
fruit and tangerines. 

That’s all there was for a mile on 
each side of this trip from Jackson¬ 
ville to Miami. 

A solid mass of citrus groves, 
stretching 300 miles from North to 
South and two miles from East to 
West. 

Naturally, this is an imaginative 
journey and with the literary license 
attached to such things, so is the lo¬ 
cation of this vast expanse of citrus 
groves. 

But it does convey an understand¬ 
able picture of how vast is the citrus 
acreage growing in Florida. 


For, according to official figures, 
Florida has 384,705 acres. There are 
640 acres in a square mile. This means 
there is the astounding total of more 
than 600 square miles of solid citrus 
groves in the state. 

That’s enough to make that two- 
mile wide corridor from Jacksonville 
to Miami a reality, if the sprawling 
acreage could be placed in that par¬ 
ticular fashion. 

And out of that tremendous acre¬ 
age comes the products which give 
Florida its most important single in¬ 
dustry, not even excepting the tourist 
business. 

For the first 200 miles of that 
Jacksonville to Miami journey, the 
trip probably would get a little mo¬ 
notonous because there wouldn’t be 
anything but oranges. 

The next 80 miles or so would be 
solid grapefruit, and tangerines, 
those loose-skinned, easy to peel hol¬ 
iday fruits, would make up the rest. 
Imaginary, of course, but still rea¬ 
sonably accurate from a purely sta¬ 
tistical standpoint. 

Only by such admittedly illusory 
presentations can the vastness of 
Florida’s biggest business be visual¬ 
ized mentally. 

Thousands of acres conjure up no 
response in the average person’s 
mind. A ride of 300 miles is some¬ 


thing most folks have taken at one 
time or another. Two miles on each 
side of such a trip also is something 
which can be understood. 

From this immense expanse of 
citrus trees, which have just shed 
their annual mantle of sweet scented 
and romantically invested blossoms, 
Florida picks enough citrus fruits 
each year to furnish every person in 
the United States, man, woman and 
child, with almost a bushel apiece. 

This is based on the commonly ac¬ 
cepted figure of 150,000,000 as the 
nation’s population at this time. 

During the season now in full 
swing, in fact already past its half¬ 
way mark, approximately 86,000,000 
boxes of vitamin-rich, mineral-filled 
oranges, grapefruit and tangerines 
will be harvested. A “box” holds 
one and three-fifths bushels. 

Less than half of this will be eaten 
in the same form it comes from the 
trees, however. The public has dis¬ 
covered in the last few years that 
canned citrus juice is delicious, and 
actually more economical than the 
same quantity squeezed from fresh 
fruit. 

So rapidly has the public’s accept¬ 
ance of this comparatively new prod¬ 
uct grown that the first *120 miles 
of that 200-mile orange stretch vis¬ 
ualized on the Jacksonville-Miami

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trip will send all its fruit to can¬ 
neries. 

The other 80 miles will produce 
fruit for the fresh market and the 
more or less incidental and minor 
purposes, such as shipment by ex¬ 
press for gift purposes. 

Approximately one-half of the 
grapefruit mileage would go to can¬ 
ning plants. Most of the other half 
would be sent out as it was picked, 
after being carefully washed, pol¬ 
ished, and put in boxes. 

The term “most of’ 7 is used here 
because last season, due to unfavor¬ 
able marketing conditions, some of 
this delectable commodity was never 
picked. The quantity wasn’t large, 
compared to the state’s production, 
but it does point up a serious situa¬ 
tion with which the industry is try¬ 
ing to cope at this time. 

It has had troubles before, how¬ 
ever, and always it has managed to 
keep on producing, harvesting and 
selling the bulk of its highly health¬ 
ful food. 

Florida’s production of citrus 
fruits is enough to give every person 
in the nation between 75 and 100 
oranges, grapefruit or tangerines. 

That’s about how many there 
would be in that nearly-filled bushel 
box which the state grows for every 
U. S. resident. 

In spite of these days of bandied 
billion dollar statements, the human 
mind still cannot conceive such an 
amount. 

Yet the Florida citrus industry 
has been given a valuation of a bil¬ 
lion dollars, including its 600 square 


miles of bearing trees, its 500 to 600 
packing houses where fruit is pre¬ 
pared for shipment to market in 
fresh form, and its 60 canning plants, 
some of them immense enterprises. 

There are no official figures avail¬ 
able on how many persons make their 
livelihood in Florida from citrus. It 
is probably no exaggeration, how¬ 
ever, to say that 50,0,00 workers are 
directly connected with the business 
as grove workers, pickers, truck driv¬ 
ers, packing house employes and on 
up the line. 

Many additional thousands are al¬ 
most as directly associated by work¬ 
ing for the railroads or driving the 
big trucks which haul the fruit to 
markets throughout the eastern half 
of the United States. 

The present price problems which 
beset Florida citrus growers and 
shippers can be ascribed as much to 
“growing pains” as anything else. 
And these pains will continue for 
several years, as thousands of addi¬ 
tional acres planted but still not of 
bearing age comes into production 
and the millions of trees already pro¬ 
ducing fruit get bigger and bigger 
and produce more and more because 
of their increased size. 

There are those who see a 150,000,- 
000-box crop within a few years, or 
almost twice as much as at present. 
And they also see even more “grow¬ 
ing pains” as the industry seeks to 
adjust its marketing to this immense 
new volume of fruit. 

There are plenty who still believe 
this adjustment will be possible on a 
basis which will permit a profit to 


be made, even when all this new 
acreage joins that 300-mile long, two- 
mile wide strip already in existence. 

These folks are still planting new 
groves, setting out thousands of new 
little trees. 

They have unbounded faith in the 
intelligence of the people in Florida’s 
citrus business to work out their 
problems eventually. They are spend¬ 
ing their good money to back up that 
faith. 

Oranges, grapefruit and tanger¬ 
ines grown in Florida during last 
season were worth nearly $40 for 
each of the state’s more than 2,000,- 
000 permanent residents. 

The Florida Department of Agri¬ 
culture states that last season’s citrus 
crop had a gross value of $146,500,- 
000. That was almost $100,000,000 
less than the year before, when the 
war’s artificial prosperity still 
hadn’t disappeared. 

Florida also has a reputation as 
one of the nation’s bigger producers 
of vegetables, particularly during the 
Winter months when most other 
areas cannot do so. 

But even with the severe drop in 
valuation last season as the wartime 
“honeymoon” ended abruptly for 
citrus fruits, vegetables and all other 
miscellaneous fruits than citrus came 
in a poor second with a total valua¬ 
tion of $102,000,000. 

The year before, Florida citrus was 
worth $236,000,000, the highest ever 
recorded. Florida vegetables also 
reached their peak valuation that 
season but were still able to barely

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get by the half-way citrus mark with 

$ 128 , 000 , 000 . 

From a national standpoint, what 
Florida citrus fruits have done to 
keep Americans healthy can never 
be measured. Great Britain appre¬ 
ciates the importance of citrus, how¬ 
ever, for it was Florida, Texas and 
California, which pooled their re¬ 
sources during the war to make and 
send England every gallon possible 
of precious citrus juice which became 
that beseiged island’s almost sole 
source of Vitamin C. 

It was doled out in England like 
medicine, because it was extremely 
scarce. Children and women expect¬ 
ing babies were given first attention. 

Without Vitamin C, that dread 
disease scurvy shows up. Wounds 
cannot heal either, because Vitamin 
C furnishes the cement-like element 
which allows the new cells to knit 
together. 

Citrus is not the only source of 
Vitamin C, of course, but it is so rich 
in this element that it is the standard 
by which all other sources are 
measured. 

Who can say but that England 
without the extra bodily stamina 
which Florida’s Vitamin C furnished 
in the form of concentrated citrus 
juice might not have had the mental 
resistance to keep on fighting in the 
face of almost impossible odds.

For a sick man usually has little 
will to fight. 

There is no better advice any Flo¬ 
ridian can give a winter visitor than 
to eat all the oranges, grapefruit and 
tangerines which can be crammed 
down while in the state. 


Vitamin C is an elusive little ele¬ 
ment, whose chemical symbol looks 
like a Tinker Toy abstract form 
worked out by some child. It cannot 
be restrained in the body for any 
great length of time. 

It must be renewed every day, and 
in volume, to keep the body at the 
proper saturation point to insure 
buoyant health. 

There’s no danger of getting too 
much, because the human system 
merely gets rid of any excess without 
it causing trouble of any kind. 

Incidentally, citrus fruits and 
their juices are not “acid” in their 
bodily reaction, but just the opposite 
or alkaline. 

While citrus juice contains plenty 
of the familiar citric acid, this “burns 
up” in the stomach soon after reach¬ 
ing there and the residue is alkaline 
and the effect of citrus is definitely 
alkaline. 

A physician, of course, is the only 
one who should prescribe for a per¬ 
son who is ill, but there are many 
doctors in Florida and laymen, too, 
who still say the best treatment for 
the common cold is quarts of citrus 
juice and an occasional small dose 
of bicarbonate of soda. Try it and 
see.

Entering Florida from Alabama, 
we visited Pensacola's huge Naval 
Air Station, then traveled the Gulf 
Coast Highway from Pensacola .to 
Panacea mineral springs. At Panama 
City Beach, we couldn't resist having 
a swim, and it was hard not to stop 
at Apalachicola, Carrabelle and the 
many other lovely Gulf Coast beaches 
along the way for a swim or a fishing 
trip, but we didn't have the time. 
After a drink from the mineral 
springs at Panacea, we left the coast 
and went inland to Wakulla Springs 
on U. S. Highway 319. 

Wakulla is an Indian name mean¬ 
ing “The water of mystery" and, 
for hundreds of years, Wakulla 
Springs was the favorite camping 
grounds of the Wakulla, Apalachee, 
and Seminole Indian tribes. We held 
our breath as we viewed the sheer 
depth and vastness of what is said 
to be the world's largest and deepest 
spring. Here, through glass-bottomed 
boats, we saw the underwater pan¬ 
orama, which makes this spring one 
of nature's wonderlands. Eel grass, 
water cedars, nature's flower box- 
prehistoric bones, rock formations, 
thousands of fish, turtles, “The Limp- 


kin" (said to be the rarest bird 
found in North America), and the 
famous Believe - It - Or - Not ‘ ‘ Pole 
Vaulting Fish" were among the 
many interesting things we saw at 
Wakulla Springs. 

We continued inland from Wakulla 
Springs to visit Tallahassee, Florida's 
capital city and the home of Florida 
State University and Killearn Gar¬ 
dens. After seeing the old and new 
portions of the Capitol and both 
campuses of Florida State Univer¬ 
sity, we rode out to Killearn Gardens 
by way of the Governor's Mansion 
and The Grove, the home of one of 
Florida's earlier Governors, Richard 
K. Call, and the setting for the book, 
“The Tallahassee Girl." 

Little did Alfred B. Maclay know, 
when he stood one day thirty years 
ago contemplating his hillside north 
of Tallahassee, that his plans for a 
garden would one day develop into 
a beauty spot that would attract vis¬ 
itors from all over the world. Cut¬ 
tings taken from the recently plant¬ 
ed Italian Cypress later became trees, 
which now frame the Cypress Walk, 
one of the lovely vistas of Killearn 
Gardens. Old Camellia Japonica 
trees were bought from neighboring 
“yards," among them the 140-year 


old “Aunt Jetty," and gradually 
the Camellia Walk took shape, curv¬ 
ing down the hillside. 

We felt we could spend the rest of 
our lives on a bench overlooking Kil¬ 
learn Gardens and the adjoining 
lake, but we saw Cypress Walk, Ca¬ 
mellia Walk, the formal garden, and 
all other parts of the gardens, reflect¬ 
ing the detailed plans made for them 
and the loving care of Mr. and Mrs. 
Maclay, and then continued our 
journey, following the route nearest 
the Gulf coast, though not close 
enough to the coast to see the Gulf 
waters at this point, through Perry, 
Shamrock and Cross City to Chief- 
land, where we deviated from our 
route in order to visit the famous 
Silver Springs, which we reached via 
Bronson, Williston and Ocala. 

Visited by Hernando de Soto in 
the early 1500's, an Indian trading 
post in the early 1800's, a Civil War 
rendezvous in the early 1860's, and 
a Spanish-American War camping 
ground before the century turned, 
Silver Springs is referred to today 
as “Nature's Underwater Fairy¬ 
land" or “Florida’s Underwater 
Grand Canyon." Its operators pro¬ 
claim it to be to the South what Ni¬ 
agara is to the East and Grand Can-

Wakulla Springs, home of Henry, the pole-vaulting fish. 
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yon to the West! We say “don’t miss 
it!” At Silver Springs we also went 
through Ross Allen’s Reptile Insti¬ 
tute, where we saw rattlesnakes 
“milked” for venom, heard lectures 
and saw demonstrations with snakes, 
alligators, crocodiles, and turtles. 

We retraced our route to Ocala, a 
distance of six miles, and followed 
State route 200 to Hernando and 
U. S. 45. Following U. S. 45 through 
Inverness and Floral City, we finally 
reached Brooksville and Lewis Plan¬ 
tation and Turpentine Still — which 
shows the South’s oldest industry 
(turpentine and naval stores) and 
the Negro on whom it depends in 
their native setting, unchanged and 
as described in early stories of the 
South. We would have liked to stay 
overnight in the Plantation Cottage 
Homes here and the meals they were 
cooking smelled wonderful, but we 
decided we should try to get to Tam¬ 
pa before night. We arrived in Tam¬ 
pa in time to freshen up a bit before 
having a late dinner at Columbia 
Restaurant in Ybor City, a suburb 
of Tampa. After a leisurely Spanish 
dinner and the restful music of Co¬ 
lumbia Restaurant, we were ready for 
bed. We were up bright and early 
the next morning so we could visit 
Dupree Gardens before leaving 
Tampa. 

Dupree Gardens, located on U. S. 
41, 17 miles north of Tampa, is 
known as “The Blossom Center of 
Florida”—25 acres of beautiful 
flowers set to music, and we would 


have liked to tarry longer if we had 
plenty of time. 

We wanted to visit Hillsborough 
River State Park from Tampa, but 
decided we didn’t have time to go 
there and to St. Petersburg too and 
the flip of a coin decided that we go 
to St. Petersburg. Crossing Gandy 
Bridge, we went first to Webb’s, ad¬ 
vertised as the world’s largest drug 
store, where we had an early lunch. 
Then we made a tour of the nearby 
beaches, Turner Sunken Gardens 
and the Florida Wild Animal and 
Reptile Ranch. 

At Turner’s Sunken Gardens, 305 
Eighteenth Avenue, North, in St. 
Petersburg, we walked down shaded 
paths, thrilling to the majestic royal 
palms, beautiful and rare camellias, 
brilliant poinsettias, vari - colored 
azaleas and thousands of perfumed 
gardenias. 

At North Fourth Street and 48th 
Avenue, we found the Florida Wild 
Animal and Reptile Ranch where we 
saw herds of alligators, crocodiles, 
rattlesnakes and other wild animals 
and birds in a tropical setting. 

From the Wild Animal and Rep¬ 
tile Ranch, we went back to Tampa 
and from there to Bradenton and on 
to Sarasota, where we visited the 
fabulous Ringling Museum and the 
John and Mabel Ringling mansion— 
a mansion as unbelievable as a castle 
from a fairy tale. The museum with 
its invaluable works of art and the 
Ringling mansion are a must on any 
visitor’s list. We also visited the 


Sarasota Jungle Gardens, where we 
made snapshots of wild ducks, geese, 
swan, cranes and flamingoes, un¬ 
caged and in their native environ. 

From Sarasota, we continued along 
route 45 and 41 to Punta Gorda and 
Fort Myers, the “City of Palms” 
and the Florida home of the late 
Thomas A. Edison. We drove by Ed¬ 
ison’s home and then decided to 
spend the night in Fort Myers. Early 
next morning, we headed out the pic¬ 
turesque Tamiami Trail through 
Florida’s Indian country. We made 
one stop along the trail to get a 
closer look at the Indians and to buy 
some souvenirs, and arrived in Miami 
in time for a run over to Miami 
Beach and a brief visit to the Musa 
Isle Indian Village before time for 
lunch. At the Musa Isle Indian Vil¬ 
lage, we saw the prototype of the 
ancient Roman gladiators who did 
battle in the pits with gigantic beasts 
—the modern heroes who wrestle al¬ 
ligators at Miami’s Seminole Indian 
villages. For glory and for gold, these 
wrestlers, sometimes ten or twelve 
times a day, take on the leather- 
coated mastodons of the Everglades, 
alligators that measure five to eight 
feet in length and tip the scales at 
175 to 350 pounds. 

After this excitement, we decided 
to have lunch before doing any more 
sightseeing. A brief rest and then, we 
drove on to South Miami to visit the 
Parrot Jungle, a gorgeous spectacle 
of tropical birds in a natural jungle 
setting, and to Goulds where we went 
through the Monkey Junge, where

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the humans are caged and the mon¬ 
keys run wild. The monkeys live in 
their natural state and visitors are 
protected by caged paths. 

Leaving Goulds, we continued on 
to Homestead and wished we had 
time to go on to the Everglades Na¬ 
tional Park or continue through the 
Florida keys to the quaint city of 
Key West, but it was getting late 
and we decided to head back to Mi¬ 
ami and go further down another 
time. We went nightclubbing in Mi¬ 
ami that night and stayed over for 
the horse races the next afternoon. 
On the second night, we took a moon¬ 
light boat trip that was most delight¬ 
ful, but we didn’t stay up very late 
because we wanted to get an early 
start the next morning. 

The morning was bright and clear 
and the drive northward through 
Hollywood, Fort Lauderdale, West 
Palm Beach, Stuart and Fort Pierce 
to Vero Beach was very enjoyable. 
At Vero Beach, we visited the Mc¬ 
Kee Jungle Gardens, one of Florida ’s 
oldest and most extensive botanical 
gardens, and saw thousands of im¬ 
ported plants thriving in a natural 
jungle setting. The most impressive 
feature here was the display of rare 
orchids growing out-of-doors over 
many acres of dense forest. 

Leaving Vero Beach, we continued 
along Florida’s new Ocean Boule¬ 
vard, Route A1A, one of the most 
beautiful scenic drives in the entire 
Sunshine State, with Daytona Beach 
as our next stop. At Daytona Beach, 
we drove along the marvelous beach 


speedway where international speed 
kings have established new records 
for racing cars. 

From Daytona Beach to the an¬ 
cient city of St. Augustine, a distance 
of 53 miles, 45 miles parallel the 
ocean. At Ormond we saw the Flor¬ 
ida home of the late John D. Rocke¬ 
feller. The next break in our journey 
was at Marineland. Marineland, the 
home of Marine Studios, is located 
35 miles north of Daytona Beach 
and 18 miles south of St. Augustine. 
This $1,000,000 marine biological ex¬ 
hibit is an international center for 
research in this field. Constructed in 
1938 and designed as an underwater 
motion picture studio, this unique 
development consists of two immense 
tanks, or oceanariums, into which 
have been released more than 30,000 
specimens of the sea. Safely behind 
double plates of glass, we saw for 
the first time the submarine domain 
of the deep sea diver and the pearl 
fisherman, and were awfully glad 
we hadn’t missed this treat. 

There were so many places we 
wanted to see in St. Augustine that 
we decided to spend the night there. 


First, we saw the old Fort, almost 
crawling to get through some of the 
low doorways and be sure not to miss 
anything. Next on our schedule was 
the Oldest House. This venerable edi¬ 
fice has seen life under four flags— 
Spanish, English, Confederate and 
American and is now the property 
of • the St. Augustine Historical 
Society. 

Villa Zorayda Museum, the strange 
and exotic reproduction of the inter¬ 
nationally famous Alhambra Castle 
of Granada, was the next place we 
visited. This is said to be America’s 
true representation of Moorish and 
Spanish maginificence, and its price¬ 
less relics are world-famed. Across 
the Bridge of Lions on Ocean Boule¬ 
vard, we saw what is said to be the 
world’s largest collection of alligators 
at St. Augustine Alligator & Ostrich 
Farm—the scene of many Hollywood 
filmings. 

We had lunch in St. Augustine on 
our second day there and drove on 
to Jacksonville, Florida’s gateway 
city on the St. Johns River and its

John Kilgore is a native Kentuck¬ 
ian and attended Georgia’s Emory 
University.

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spent long hours trying to perfect 
the operations of the department, 
long considered the “stepchild 7 ’ of 
the State Government. 

To speed up title writing and cer¬ 
tain other phases of the work, he in¬ 
stalled a number of electromatic 
typewriters. The stolen car and title 
engine files were consolidated and 
lien information included in this sec¬ 
tion. This expedites the work of the 
‘‘trouble shooters”—those who look 


up most of the information the tax¬ 
payers ask for—and others, who now 
make only one search where they used 
to make three. 

Additional equipment and furni¬ 
ture were purchased to replace that 
worn out through years of service 
and to adequately supply the needs 
of the department. Files, furniture 
and equipment were rearranged in 
order to acquire badly needed floor 


space. Methods of doing many phases 
of the work were changed to speed 
up the output, and salaries were ad¬ 
justed to bring them in line, which 
improved the morale and thus in¬ 
creased efficiency of the employees. 

A Division of Research was or¬ 
ganized to formulate a history of 
ancient automobiles and do other re¬ 
search of value to the Motor Vehicle 
Commission and other State depart¬ 
ments. The issuance of regulations 
clarifying present motor vehicle laws 
and defining the functions and duties 
of the various departments has done 
much to facilitate the smooth opera¬ 
tion of the department. 

On March 1, 1947, the trouble 
shooters were working mail of De¬ 
cember, 1946, the title writers were 
four to five weeks behind, and the 
tag report department was five to 
six weeks behind. On March 1, 1948, 
the trouble shooters were working 
mail of February 28„ 1948, the title 
writers were one and one-half days 
behind and the tag report depart¬ 
ment was four days behind. The lien 
department is rapidly being im¬ 
proved. 

There is a suggestion box in a 
prominent place in the first floor 
hallway of the Motor Vehicle Com¬ 
mission so that employees can make 
suggestions for improvements at any 
time. Mr. Kilgore reads each sug¬ 
gestion and, if he thinks the result 
will be good for the department as a 
whole, he carries out the suggestion 
if at all possible. 

So when the State Road Depart¬ 
ment moves into its new building and 
more space is made available for 
other departments in the Martin 
Building, and employees, desks and 
files can be moved out of the hall¬ 
ways, individual employees of the 
Commission will have more working 
space witli better light and working 
conditions. This should expedite all 
work and the State Motor Vehicle 
Commission should be the smooth 
running efficient organization John 
Kilgore is striving for.

If school teachers are like they 
used to be, Charley Jones, 18-year- 
old Pensacola Negro, is lucky. He 
was found sleeping in the L. A. Kirk- 
sey school. But he was not a student, 
it was night, so he only faces criminal 
prosecution by the county authori¬ 
ties, and not the teacher’s anger for 
sleeping in class. 

On the Wet Side . On March 9 
the Miami police were looking for a 
burglar with a taste for good wines. 
Breaking and entering the home of 
William Schwade, he proceeded to 
get royally tight from the contents 
of the owner’s wine closet. But he 
was not too drunk to walk away with 
jewelry valued at $135. At the same 
time in Jacksonville the ingenuity 
of a negro couple did not save them 
from conviction of selling moonshine. 
An electric conduit from the attic 
to the ground floor transmitted a 
high voltage product, but it was 
moonshine instead of electricity. 

Does stooping to pick eggplants 
give you a pain in the back? If so, 
why not try growing them on trees 
as Fred Fuchs, a farmer in Redlands 
(Dade County) district does? By 
budding the eggplant onto a six-foot 
potato tree, Fuchs can now reach up 
to pick his fruit. He has grown two 
crops from this rootstock, a member 
of the potato family which also em¬ 
braces egg plants and tomatoes. 

Under the heading of commendable 
civic enterprises falls the Orlando 
Jaycee "Safety Lane,” which affords 
free safety checks on motor vehicles. 
On the first 100 cars checked 130 
safety 4 ‘errors” were found. 

If you are having difficulty cor¬ 
ralling that idea to launch you on a 
new industry, perhaps baby will help. 
At least, it worked that way with 
Mack Mart, ex-Seabee of Tampa. Left 
to care for his infant son while Mrs. 
Mart attended a party, Jack rebelled 
at the tedium of holding the baby’s 
bottle and invented a bottle holder 
out of a few iron straps. Mrs. Mart 
liked it, the doctor was enthusiastic, 
and urged Jack to seek a patent. 
After spending 14 months and $285 
the patent was obtained and now 
2133 W. Hillsborough Avenue houses 
a new "infant” industry.” 


Who has not thrilled to the eerie, 
the supernatural, even if the thrills 
came vicariously from some other 
person’s experience? Much more en¬ 
joyable is the personal participation 
in a supernatural event. This oppor¬ 
tunity was provided until recently 
by a road in Lake Wales on which a 
powerless car would roll up hill! But 
the opportunity has gone, it exists 
no more. True, the road is still there, 
the car will still appear to roll up 
up hill, but the thrill is gone. And 
all because some spoil-sport had to 
come up with the prosaic explanation 
that it is all an optical illusion: the 
road is actually down hill but the 
banks recede so much faster than the 
road that the latter appears to be 
ascending. 

In the department of "man bites 
dog” (which is supposed to make 
news) comes the report of a project 
being conducted by the IT. S. Bureau 
of Entomology and Plant Quaran¬ 
tine in Orlando. If successful, man 
may become poisonous to insects, in¬ 
stead of the "vice-versa” condition 
now prevailing. Moreover, man 
wouldn’t even have to do the biting; 
the insects would continue to per¬ 
form that service, but to their own 
destruction. So far, the experiment 
of instilling a body with insect poison 
is being tried only on rabbits, and 
it has not been proved that man can 
safely become an insecticide agent, 
so the sulphur and other preventives 
against redbugs should not be dis¬ 
carded yet. 

Cliff Hadley, famous speed boat 
designer of Gulfport, has performed 
the impossible by building a 40- 
passenger boat that can operate in 
from 6 to 12 inches of water with 
an 18-inch propeller. No smaller pro¬ 
peller would supply the power re¬ 
quired for operating the boat which 
was designed for excursion service 
up the shallow, hyacinth-choked An- 
clote River from Tarpon Springs. A 
tunnel in the bottom of the boat 
would accommodate the propeller but 
only 6 inches of it was in the water, 
and that was not enough to propel 
the boat. But when the designed put 
a trap door at the rear end of the 
tunnel and the motor was "revved” 


up to the maximum, water built up 
above the normal level to fill the 
tunnel and gave plenty of bite for 
the propeller, enabling it to move the 
boat at the designed speed of 7 to 9 
knots per hour. 

President Truman may be able to 
brush off the political reaction of 
Southerners to his recent F. E. P., 
anti-poll tax, etc., message to con¬ 
gress, but he can hardly ignore the 
economic counter offensive initiated 
by James E. Clendinen, State Editor 
of Tampa Tribune. By diligent re¬ 
search Clendinen learned that the 
north (New York) has for years ex¬ 
ploited our southern educators by 
controlling the cap-and-gown rental 
business. In a daring offense the edi¬ 
tor proposes not only to "muscle in” 
on the racket (if he can get financial 
backing) but to expand the business 
by increasing the number of occa¬ 
sions when this ceremonial garb of 
the Ph.D.’s are required to be worn. 

The Times-Union reports that at 
last the contraction "aint” has 
found acceptance in our language, 
citing as proof that it is now included 
in the new Webster’s International 
Dictionary. To most Floridians ac¬ 
ceptance of the word by the not- 
very-radical Times-Union would have 
been all the proof necessary. 

Bouquets Instead of Brickbats — 
Hillsborough County. Road Admin¬ 
istrators seldom experience the 
pleasure of compliments for their ef¬ 
forts. A good road is taken for grant¬ 
ed but a poor one must be blamed 
on somebody. That is why the Hills¬ 
borough County Commissioners were 
very much surprised and pleased to 
receive a letter from nine school bus 
drivers in the Ruskin, Gardenville, 
Wimauma, Palm River and River- 
view school districts commending the 
efforts of their Commissioner, Elbert 
Moore, at maintaining and construct¬ 
ing bridges, and elimination of traf¬ 
fic hazards in the Fifth District. 

Charles E. Renfroe, 65-year-old 
veteran postman of Tarpon Springs, 
is said to be one of the most photo¬ 
graphed mailmen in Florida. Reason 
ascribed is his handle-bar mustache. 

Some men may feel that the rabbit 
and not the dog is man’s best friend. 
At least the thirty men who were 
used as guinea pigs upon whom lice 
were fed during the wartime experi¬ 
ments with DDT might have this at¬ 
titude. These unsung and unnamed 
heroes refused to continue their role 
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after the war, and no others would 
accept it, so Entomologist George II. 
Culpepper, of the U. S. Bureau of 
Entomology and Plant Quarantine in 
Orlando experimented with rabbits 
until he found one whose blood was 


sufficiently like human’s that he was 
acceptable as a diet by the lice. May¬ 
be the main interest in this story is 
in pondering whether one rabbit can 
do the work of thirty men, or wheth¬ 
er, if we meet one of the offspring 


of the rabbit with human blood, 
should we treat him as a blood 
brother.

This is the kind 
of enterprise which helped boom avi¬ 
ation operations in Miami to a $50,- 
000,000 business during 1947. Ac¬ 
cording to Bert Collier, Miami Her¬ 
ald staff writer, the aviation indus¬ 
try in Miami is second only to the 
business of serving tourists.

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County Activities and Personalities 


Jackson County Road Program. Jack- 
son County Commissioners have a very 
progressive road building program out¬ 
lined which will be of great benefit to 
residents in all sections of the county. 
The program calls for completion of 
new farm-to-market roads which total 
some 40 miles that would provide farm¬ 
ers with easier access to markets for 
their products which in turn would as¬ 
sure residents in the communities a 
more adequate supply of fresh foods. 
The commissioners are to be com¬ 
mended in taking such a big step to¬ 
ward the progress of the county and 
in showing that they are working for 
the good of the home people.

Bay County Proves Splendid Host. 
From all reports the Bay County Board 
of Commissioners and Panama City 
Chamber of Commerce did a splendid 
job in organizing for the State Asso¬ 
ciation of County Commissioners con¬ 
vention recently held there, and for 
providing entertainment and accommo¬ 
dations for several hundred visitors.

Pensacola Beach Connections. Escam¬ 
bia County Commissioner Clint Reilly, 
District 3, reports that the state high¬ 
way department crew has completed 
repair of approaches to Canal Bridge 
leading to Gulf Beach and that it is 
again open to traffic after having been 
closed since September due to damage 
incurred by the hurricane. 

Escambia Commissioners at their 
regular meeting to be held April 13 
will open bids for the construction of 
the new all-steel and concrete Santa 
Rosa Sound bridge, connecting with 
Pensacola Beach. 

• 

Gadsden County Grants Dam Right- 
of-Way. As a result of a resolution 
adopted by the Gadsden County Board 
of County Commissioners the county 
agreed to meet the requirements of 
the U. S. in granting land for the 
construction of the dam at Chatta¬ 
hoochee on the Apalachicola river, and 
maintenance of a canal in the river 
from that junction by “furnishing free 
of cost, all land, easements, right-of- 
ways and spoil disposal areas as and 
when requested by the U. S.” 

• 

Alachua County Re-aligns Commis¬ 
sion District Boundaries. Following a 
court order by Circuit Judge John A. 
H. Murphree commanding the action, 
the Alachua County Commissioners are 
re-aligning the boundaries of the Com¬ 
missioner Districts. This is pursuant 
to a 1947 statute reamring that com¬ 


missioner districts be made as nearly 
equal in population as possible. 

• 

Citrus County Health Officer. A. S. 
Botsford, a graduate of the University 
of Alabama and former civil engineer 
with the State Road Department, who 
later studied public health engineering 
at the University of North Carolina and 
for five years was engaged in sanita¬ 
tion work for the American army’s 
Australian cantonments, has been ap¬ 
pointed sanitation engineer for the 
Citrus County Department of Health 
and has assumed his duties with the 
new Health Unit. As Project No. 1, Bots¬ 
ford begun with a survey of health 
and sanitation conditions around tour¬ 
ist and fishing camps to “see if they 
are as good as they have been report¬ 
ed,” he said, “and so far I have found 
they are.” 

• 

Pinellas County Beaches Water Sup¬ 
ply. A $300,000 program for improv¬ 
ing the Gulf Beaches water supply was 
approved recently by Pinellas County 
Commission members. The action was 
taken following appearance of a dele¬ 
gation from the Gulf Coast section, 
headed by Mayor George Carpenter of 
Pass-a-Grille. 

• 

Volusia County Surprised with Sur¬ 
plus. Volusia County received the first 
distribution of surplus gas tax money 
from the State in February, a check for 
$2,275 from 1947 collections. As no 
surplus for counties had been expected 
until 1954, at the earliest, under the 
state’s program to retire the bond debt 
of counties from gas tax, commission¬ 
ers expressed surprise over the pay¬ 
ment, however, the check was accept¬ 
ed readily. 

• 

Suwannee County Demonstration 
Room. Suwannee County Commission¬ 
ers have approved plans for establish¬ 
ing a room with necessary equipment 
installed where a wide variety of dem¬ 
onstrations may be conducted by the 
home demonstration agent. It was felt 
that the work of the Home Demonstra¬ 
tion Clubs and the agent could be more 
effectively accomplished if there were 
a suitable place in which demonstra¬ 
tions could be conducted. 

• 

Orange County $100,000 Road Pro¬ 
gram. The Orange County Board of 
Commissioners, at a special meeting 
February 26, projected plans for initi¬ 
ating a $100,000 road improvement pro¬ 
gram throughout the county, with the 
widening-reconstruction work to get 


under way within a short time. By 
securing a Road Department advance 
for right-of-way purchase, which is 
to be repaid from future gas tax sur¬ 
plus, the commissioners were able to 
allocate the $75,000 originally ear¬ 
marked for right-of-ways to improve¬ 
ment of local roads. 

• 

Broward County Airport. Broward 
County Airport, formerly Ft. Lauder¬ 
dale naval air station which was turned 
over to the county by the Navy de¬ 
partment about 60 days ago under a 
5 year lease, is now o.pen for private 
and commercial operation according to 
Fred A. Flanders, Jr., general mana¬ 
ger of the airport. Negotiations are 
underway to increase efficiency in pro¬ 
viding fuel and other necessary serv¬ 
ices to pilots and firms utilizing the 
airfield. 

• 

Sarasota Seaplane Base. The Sara¬ 
sota Board of County Commissioners 
have learned that the Florida State 
Improvement Commission will approve 
a permit for a commercial seaplane 
base site in Sarasota. The permit will 
be granted to D. H. Wallace and M. 
Lucci of the Wallace Aircraft Com¬ 
pany. Wallace reported that the sea¬ 
plane base which is located at the foot 
of Payne Terminal is all set for open¬ 
ing and has complete facilities in¬ 
cluding a ramp, hangar and a floating 
dock. The new aviation project is 
equipped for commercial work, char¬ 
ter flights, and student training; tran¬ 
sient planes can be gassed at the base, 
and minor repairs can be made at the 
hangar. The Sarasota City Commis¬ 
sion has previously approved the proj-r 
ect. 

• 

Dade County Cocoanuts. Dade Coun¬ 
ty Commissioners deferred action on 
the question of disposal of Crandon 
Park’s annual crop of 150,000 cocoa- 
nuts, after receiving bids of up to 
three cents for each cocoanut. Com¬ 
mission Chairman Charles H. Crandon 
said he would confer with Park Super¬ 
intendent A. D. Barnes on the advis¬ 
ability of Using the cocoanuts as a 
tourist attraction instead of selling 
them.

St. Lucie County Plans National Park. 
Board of County Commissioners of St. 
Lucie County have recently voted to 
assist in developing the area on North 
Beach at the site of the Old Coast 
Guard Refuge into a proposed national 
park by naming a committee to con¬ 
duct an up-to-date survey to see how

much money is needed to get things 
started. The Government owned 40- 
acre tract has an interesting history 
and with the combined cooperation of 
the people along the Indian River and 
with the historical data and material 
in possession of many early settlers, 
it is hoped that the spot can be made 
into a national park.

Dade County Aquarium. It is re¬ 
ported, to bolster the revenue produc¬ 
tion capacity of Rickenbacker Cause¬ 
way in Dade County, the duPont in¬ 
terest, who hold the causeway bonds, 
plan to build an aquarium on Virginia 
Key, off Miami. Expenditure of $2,- 
000,000 on the enterprise, to make it 
the finest aquarium in the country, 
is mentioned. 

• 

Overseas Highway Traffic. At a meet¬ 
ing of the Overseas Road and Toll 
Bridge District Commission in the Mon¬ 
roe County Courthouse, General Mana¬ 
ger B. M. Duncan of the district re¬ 
ported that in February 23,671 auto¬ 
mobiles, 4,575 other vehicles and a to¬ 
tal of 64,825 passengers came down 
Overseas Highway. There were a total 
of 125,223 persons including the drivers 
of cars and other vehicles coming down 
the highway last month. At this meet¬ 
ing the Bridge District Commission 
voted to send General Manager Dim- 
can to Washington to appear before 
the Maritime Commission hearing to 
present facts relating to the total num¬ 
ber of persons who use Overseas High¬ 
way, in conjunction with the effort 
being made to get federal approval of 
a loan for the Gulf-Atlantic Transpor¬ 
tation Company to complete the ferry it 
will operate daily between Key West 
and Havana. Members of the Bridge 
District Commission expressed the 
opinion that the starting of a ferry 
would benefit for Key West and result 
in a substantial increase in amount of 
tolls collected on the highway. 

Last of the Wooden Courthouses — 
Wakulla County. Wakulla County is 
going to have a new courthouse to be 
built of concrete and steel to replace 
the last remaining wooden courthouse 
building in Florida. The old three 
story structure which is well preserved, 
being built of hard yellow pine, is 
being moved westward a few hundred 
feet to make room for the new build¬ 
ing.

SUMMER HIGHWAY 
TRAVEL INCREASING 

Almost overlooked in the record of 
continuing increase in gasoline usage 
in Florida is another development 
which in the long run may be just as 
important to the State. 

Historically, this Florida pattern 
of gasoline consumption during the 
year has been just the reverse of most 
states. Due to the large influx of 
motor tourists each winter our peak 
period of highway travel occurs in 
this season. 

Adverse motoring conditions in the 
north, and summer resort activities 
in mountainous southern states, re¬ 
sult in summer being the peak gaso¬ 
line consumption period in most 
other states. 

Winter is still the high gasoline 
consumption period in Florida, but 
recently there has developed a slight 
leveling trend. September continues 
to be the month of lowest gasoline 
consumption and December the high¬ 
est, in each calendar year. The spread 
between the high and low month has 
narrowed, however, since the war. 

Over the five-year period 1936- 
1940 the average percent of the an¬ 
nual consumption for the month of 
September was 7.1, and for Decem¬ 
ber was 9.8. In 1947 September rose 
to 7.4% of the annual total and De¬ 
cember declined to 9.6%.

The accompanying chart shows 
graphically the monthly percent of 
the annual gasoline consumption for 
both the 5-year average and the year 
1947. It will be noted that the month¬ 
ly consumption pattern line is tend¬ 
ing to level off. The 1947 percent 
for all winter months is less than 
that shown in the 5-year prewar av¬ 
erage, and the percent for the sum¬ 
mer months is above the five year 
average. The lines cross between 
April and May in the spring, and 
between October and November in 
the fall. 

During the 5-year prewar period 
the summer (May-October) consump¬ 
tion was 44.9% of the year’s total. 
In 1947 the same summer months 
accounted for 46.9% of the total. 

This 2% increase for the summer 
months may appear too small for sig¬ 
nificance. However, it means that in 
the summer of 1947 there were 11,- 
600,000 more gallons of gasoline sold 
than would have been the case had 
the 1936-1940 ratio between summer 
and winter sales continued. It also 
meant that there were 162,400,000 
vehicle-miles of travel transferred 
from the winter to the summer 
months. 

This change in gasoline consump¬ 
tion pattern is not dramatic and in 
itself may not be significant. Yet 


coupled with other indices it sup¬ 
ports the conviction that either (1) 
Florida is increasing in importance 
as a summer resort, or (2) that gen¬ 
eral activities in industry, agricul¬ 
ture and forestry, transportation, 
and commercial pursuits are expand¬ 
ing to the extent that the tourist 
business no longer overshadows our 
whole economic picture. Probably 
both of these trends are developing. 

Evidence of increased summer 
tourist activity is contained in some 
other State Road Department sta¬ 
tistics. 

A comparison of traffic classifica¬ 
tion counts made last summer with 
those made in 1941 reveals that the 
proportion of out-of-state vehicles on 
our main highways has increased sig¬ 
nificantly since the war. 

Traffic classification counts are 
made regularly at more than 100 
drawbridges on the rural State Main¬ 
tained System. Among other data re¬ 
corded is the number of passenger 
cars with out-of-state licenses which 
pass the locations. 

At the 88 drawbridges where sum¬ 
mer counts were made both years, it 
was found that the number of cars 
with out-of-state licenses increased 
53% between 1941 and 1947, while 
total traffic increased only 31%. 
This increase of non-resident summer

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traffic was greater in some areas 
than in others. The lower west coast 
(Tampa - St. Petersburg - Sarasota) 
shows the highest percentage gain, 
with an increase of 92%. The area 
with the lowest percentage gain was 
the upper east coast (Jacksonville- 
Daytona Beach) which has long been 
patronized as a summer resort. 

The proportion of non-resident 
cars to total cars passing the 88 lo¬ 
cations was 18% in 1947 as com¬ 
pared to 15.8% in 1941 an increase 
of 2.2%. The west Gulf Coast area 
(Panama City-Fort Walton-Pensa- 
cola) which has been the mecca of 
summer vacationers from our neigh¬ 
boring southern states for three 
decades showed the highest propor¬ 
tion of non-resident vehicles, with 
29%. 

The following table shows for each 
of the five geographical areas in the 
state the percentage increase in sum¬ 
mer non-resident traffic, and the 
proportion of non-resident to total 
traffic in 1947:

The trends of increased summer 
gasoline consumption and increased 
out-of-state summer traffic are much 
too short to be used as a basis for re¬ 
liable future forecasts. However, they 
do give an indication that Florida 
may be growing out of the econom¬ 
ically wasteful seasonal boom-and- 
depression periods each year.

STATE'S USE OF MOTOR 
FUEL CONTINUES TO 
INCREASE IN 1947 

Taxable gasoline consumption in 
Florida reached 590,261,000 gallons 
in 1947. In addition, the Federal 
Government purchased 15,333,000 
gallons of tax free gasoline, making 
the total 1947 sales of highway grade 
gasoline 605,594,000 gallons. 

Comparable figures for 1946 were, 
522,438,000 gallons of taxable gaso¬ 
line and 11,459,000 gallons purchased 
by the Government, or a total of 
533,897,000 gallons of highway grade 
gasoline sold that year. Total high¬ 
way gasoline sold in 1947 was 13.4% 
above the record for 1946. 

Use of aviation gasoline, which in¬ 
creased strikingly following the war, 
continued upward in 1947. The total 
gallons sold last year was 39,123,000 
against a 1946 total of 30,703,000. 
This reflects an increase of 27% for 
the year. 

Leading all other motor fuel in 
percentage of increased use was die¬ 
sel fuel. In number of gallons used 
it is not important as compared to 
highway and aviation gasoline, 
amounting to only 467,000 gallons 
in 1947. However, this represents a 
percentage increase of 293% over the 
118,700 gallons used in 1946. 

Highway Transportation 
Congress To Be Held 
In Washington 

Washington, D. C. has been se¬ 
lected as the city for the Second 
Highway Transportation Congress of 
the National Highway Users Confer¬ 
ence. 

The Congress, to be held May 6 
and 7 at the Mayflower Hotel, will 
be attended by representatives of 
many of the 1,000 national and state 
highway-user groups which are affil¬ 
iated with the National Conference. 
Also attending will be officials and 
leaders in the automotive, petroleum, 
rubber and other industries. 

The first of the biennial Congresses 
was held in Washington in Septem¬ 
ber, 1946.

The Board received the Master Plan for the 
Overseas Parkway prepared and submitted by 
the State Director of Parks agreed to defer se¬ 
rious consideration of this matter until later 
when the Members would be able to inspect the 
area with this development in mind. 

PROPOSED OIL LEASE FOR SECTION OF 
R/W OF DAVIS CAUSEWAY 

Mr. Tom Gurney and Mr. Donald T. Senter- 
fitt. Attorneys for Coastal Petroleum Company, 
appeared before the Board in the interest of their 
bid to lease a portion of the right of way of 
Davis Causeway (now named the Courtney Camp¬ 
bell Parkway) for the purpose of drilling far oil. 

On motion of Mr. Campbell, seconded by 
Mr. Guernsey, the following resolution was 
unanimously adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED that the bid of the Coastal 
Petroleum Company dated February 20, 1948, 

is accepted; and when the said Coastal Petroleum 
Company has, within a period of not exceeding 
60 days from this date, submitted to this De¬ 
partment evidence satisfactory to the Depart¬ 
ment’s Attorney showing that all municipalities 
affected have consented thereto, the proposed 
lease shall be executed in behalf of the State 
Road Dpartment by the Chairman and the Sec¬ 
retary thereof. 

RIGHT OF WAY FOR COURTNEY 
CAMPBELL PARKWAY 

On motion of Mr. Campbell, seconded by Mr. 
Fultz, the following resolution was adopted: 

WHEREAS the Trustees of the Internal Im¬ 
provement Fund are offering for sale the fol¬ 
lowing described property in Hillsborough County:

CONDEMNATION OF RIGHT OF WAY 
IN HILLSBOROUGH COUNTY FOR 
COURTNEY CAMPBELL PARKWAY 

On motion of Mr. Campbell, seconded by Mr. 
Guernsey, the Board instructed its Attorney to 
work with the Hillsborough County Attorney with 
the view to immediately starting condemnation 
suits to acquire the right of way for the Court¬ 
ney Campbell Parkway, also that arrangements 
be made for the employment of an additional 
appraiser. 

REQUEST FOR CONCESSION ON 
PARKWAY DENIED 

The Board received a request for a permit to 
operate a mobile vehicle on the right of way 
of Courtney Campbell Parkway from which he 
desired to offer confectionaries for sale, and on 
motion of Mr. Campbell, seconded by Mr. Fultz 
the vote was unanimous to deny such request, 
as contrary to the Board’s policy. 

RE FISHING BAYS ON CERTAIN 
PINELLAS COUNTY BRIDGES 

The Board gave further consideration to th§, 
request from the Board of County Commission¬ 
ers of Pinellas County that fishing bays be con¬ 
structed on Johns Pass and Welch Causeway 
Bridges in said county, and on motion of Mr. 
Campbell, seconded by Mr. Carleton, the Mem¬ 
bers voted unanimously in the negative, it being 
the consensus of opinion that the Department 
was not in position to do such work at this 
time. 

SUBSTITUTE LEASE-AGREEMENT COV¬ 
ERING SANTA ROSA ISLAND BRIDGE 

On motion of Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 
Guernsey, the following resolution was unani¬ 
mously adopted: 

WHEREAS, the State Road Department has 
submitted to Escambia County a substitute lease- 
purchase agreement covering the new Santa 
Rosa Island Bridge, amending the lease-pur¬ 
chase agreement approved by this Department on 
July 28, 1947, as amended on September 6, 

1947; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners 
of Escambia County, by proper resolution, ap¬ 
proved the substitute lease-purchase agreement 
and executed the same as of March 3, 1948. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the 
said substitute lease-purchase agreement is 
hereby approved by this Department, and the 
Chairman and Secretary of the State Road De¬ 
partment are hereby authorized and empowered 
to execute said substitute lease-purchase agree¬ 
ment in the following words and figures, to wit: 

NEW SANTA ROSA ISLAND BRIDGE 
LEASE-PURCHASE AGREEMENT 

THIS AGREEMENT, made and entered into 

in triplicate this - day of--—, 194 , 

by and between BOARD OF COUNTY COMMIS¬ 


SIONERS OF ESCAMBIA COUNTY, hereinafter 
referred to as the “Board,” and the STATE 
ROAD DEPARTMENT OF FLORIDA, hereinafter 
referred to as the “Department.” 

WHEREAS, it is deemed by the parties that 
this agreement providing for the Lease-Purchase 
by the State of the New Santa Rosa Island 
Bridge, being an essential connecting link in the 
State Road System of Florida, is advisable and 
to the best interest of the State and County, 
and, 

WHEREAS, the Board is authorized by law 
to lease and/or sell the bridge and the Depart¬ 
ment is authorized by law to lease and/or buy 
said bridge, 

WITNESSETH: 

That for and in consideration of the sum of 
One and no/100 ($1.00) Dollar, this day paid by 
each party hereto to the other, the receipt where¬ 
of is hereby acknowledged and in further con¬ 
sideration of the mutual and dependent cov¬ 
enants of the parties hereto and other good and 
valuable considerations as hereinafter set forth, 
the Board does by these Presents lease to the 
Department, its successors and assigns that cer¬ 
tain new bridge to be constructed to connect 
Santa Rosa Peninsula with Santa Rosa Island 
on land owned by Escambia County, in the State 
of Florida together with the approaches and 
right-of-way thereto, and complete detailed plans 
of bridge and operating machinery. 

TO HAVE AND TO HOLD the same together 
with the franchise, riparian rights and other 
rights, easement, equipment, devices and appurt¬ 
enances thereto belonging or in anywise apper¬ 
taining, upto the said Department, its successors 
and assigns, for a period of and a term to begin 
with and run from this date and to end at such 
time as all of the Bonds issued to finance the 
construction of said bridge with interest thereon 
shall have been paid, satisfied and retired or 
their retirement shall have been provided for 
by law but not to exceed in any event thirty 
(30) years from the date hereof, it being the 
intention of said Board to lease said bridge 
and approaches to the Department until all of 
the obligations incurred by the Board evidenced 
by Bonds and interest thereon (or refunding 
thereof) shall be retired or their retirement pro¬ 
vided for during the period of thirty (30) years 
from the date hereof, and so long as the Depart¬ 
ment shall keep, comply with and perform the 
terms and conditions of this agreement herein¬ 
after set forth. 

The Department on its part agrees and does 
hereby lease and take over from said Board 
all of the above described property comprising 
the said bridge and approaches thereto and all 
property appurtenant thereto and in considera¬ 
tion thereof, does hereby promise and agree 
to and with said Board as follows: 

The Department will pay rentals for said bridge 
and approaches thereto, not less than twenty 
(20) days prior to the due dates on which any 
of the principal and/or interest of the bonds 
shall become payable, such sum or sums of money 
as shall be equal and sufficient to pay the re¬ 
mainder due on the principal and interest as 
they severally become due after the application 
of net receipts from tolls and toll charges here¬ 
inafter mentioned, for so long as any of such 
bonds or interest thereof shall be outstanding 
and unpaid. Provided that said rentals shall be 
paid from any available 80% surplus gasoline 
tax funds accruing to the State Road Depart¬ 
ment for use in Escambia County under the 
provisions of the Constitution of Florida, which 
are not now pledged or obligated for the pay¬ 
ment of rentals for the Pensacola Bay Bridge, 
or which are not now otherwise obligated pur¬ 
suant to agreement between Escambia and the 
State Road Department. Provided Further, that 
such rentals shall be paid direct to the State 
Board of Administration of the State of Flor- 
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ida for application pursuant to the provisions 
of Chapter 21853, Laws of Florida, Acts of 1943. 
It is understood that the Board will at all times 
during the continuance of this agreement, oper¬ 
ate said bridge and fix and determine and col¬ 
lect tolls and toll charges from all persons using 
the facilities of said bridge and in fixing and 
determining the amounts of said tolls and toll 
charges, the Board will take into consideration 
the amounts needed to pay the principal and 
interest of the bonds herein mentioned as they 
severally mature; provided, however, the amounts 
of said tolls and toll charges shall not be fixed, 
determined, changed' or modified without first 
securing approval thereof by the Department. 
That after deducting the cost of operating said 
bridge, the Board shall remit the net receipts 
to the Department monthly or at such times 

as the Department shall specify and in con¬ 

nection with the collection of said tolls and toll 
charges, the Board shall keep a detailed account 
of receipts upon such form as shall be prescribed 
by the Auditor of the Department and shall 

keep a detailed account of the expenditures 

of operation of said bridge upon a form to Tae 
prescribed by the Auditor of the Department; 
provided that at least 30 days before said toll 
bridge is opened for travel, the Board shall 
submit a fiscal budget to the Department for the 
first year’s operation of said bridge and a similar 
budget shall be submitted to the Department for 
each succeeding year’s operation of the bridge 
as a toll bridge at least 30 days before the be¬ 
ginning of each of such years. Such budgets 
shall each be subject to the approval, change

by the Board at any time with the approval 
of the Department.

That the Department shall pay direct to the 
State Board of Administration of the State of 
Florida, all tolls and toll charges remitted to 
it by the Board as herein provided for applica¬ 
tion for payment on the bonds and interest 
thereof as they severally mature or are retired; 
and the State Board of Administration shall 
have all the powers with reference to the sub¬ 
ject matter herein as is contemplated and pro¬ 
vided by Chapter 21853, Laws of Florida, Acts 
of 1943.

The Department will at all times during the 
continuance of this agreement maintain the 
bridge and approaches in good repair and in 
sound operating condition and will make all 
necessary repairs, renewals, and replacements. 
The maintenance and repairs to the bridge and 
approaches shall be paid for solely from funds 
available for this Lease-Purchase Agreement. 

—4— 

The Department will at all times keep all of 
said property insured for the benefit of the 
Board or the Department, as their interest shall 
appear. The Department will pay the premiums 
for such insurance solely from funds available 
for this lease-purchase agreement. 

—5— 

The Department does further covenant and 
agree to and with the Board that if the De¬ 
partment shall fail to make rental payments 
or to remit the toll and toll charges herein 
mentioned required by this agreement or shall 
fail or refuse to keep, comply with or perform 
any of the terms or conditions herein expressed 
or if this lease shall expire or terminate for 
any reason other than the payment, satisfaction 


or retirement of all of the said bonds of the 
Board herein referred to, then the Department 
will return to the Board the said bridge and 
approaches and all of the property described 
herein or in any manner appertaining thereto 
including any additions to or renewals thereof. 

That the lien of the holders of $1,500,000 
Bridge Revenue Bonds, dated October 1, 1947, 

heretofore authorized by Escambia County, Flor¬ 
ida, on the 80% Surplus Gasoline Tax Fund 
accruing to the State Road Department of 
Florida for use in Escambia County under the 
provisions of the Constitution of Florida, shall 
be a prior and superior lien on said 80% Sur¬ 
plus Gasoline Tax Funds over all subsequent 
'claims, commitments or charges whatsoever 
upon or against said 80% Surplus Gasoline 
Tax Funds; and such lien of the holders of 
said $1,500,000 Bridge Revenue Bonds, dated

said reserve fund shall be established and cre¬ 
ated in full not later than two years from the 
date of the execution of said Lease-Purchase 
Agreement. No further payments need be made 
into said reserve fund whenever there shall 
have been deposited therein, and as long as there

The Board considered the adoption of a policy 
regarding the determination of maintenance re- 
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sponsibility on roads not on the existing state 
maintained system, but on which the State Road 
Department performs construction or reconstruc¬ 
tion work. 

On motion of Mr. Guernsey, seconded by Mr. 
Carleton, the following resolution was unani¬ 
mously adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED that henceforth the State 
Highway Engineer, after giving consideration 
to recommendations of the Division Engineer, 
be authorized to determine whether or not non¬ 
state maintained roads will be placed under 
state maintainence after same have been con¬ 
structed or reconstructed by the State Road De¬ 
partment, and in making such determination 
due consideration be given to the following 
points and conditions: 

1. Ownership of right of way. 

2. Whether or not State funds are used. 

3. Whether or not the road in question forms 
an integral part of the State Highway Sys¬ 
tem. 

4. As a general rule it shall not be the policy 
of the Road Department to take over for 
maintenance any county or local road un¬ 
less substantial investments are made which 
should be protected. Light repairs and re¬ 
surfacing or reconstructing individual bridges 
are not considered sufficient to warrant 
assuming responsibility for maintenance. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that maintenance 
responsibility be determined prior to inauguration 
of construction of such roads, and that no re¬ 
quest for construction funds (on Form 587) 
shall be approved which does not show the main¬ 
tenance agency. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that, at the time 
of such determinations, the State Highway En¬ 
gineer shall advise, in writing, the County, the 
State Road Maintenance Department, and the 
Division of Research and Records. 

WASHINGTON COUNTY STATE-DESIG¬ 
NATED ROADS TO BE FINANCED 
THROUGH THE FLORIDA STATE 
IMPROVEMENT COMMISSION 

On motion of Mr. Campbell, seconded by Mr. 
Guernsey, the following resolution was adopted:

REQUEST FOR FINANCING THROUGH 
FLORIDA STATE IMPROVEMENT 
COMMISSION 

The Board gave full consideration to the re¬ 
quest of Duval County, through County Com¬ 
missioner’s resolution dated January 13, which 
was presented to the Department at its meeting 
in Tampa on January 19, for the reconditioning 
of secondary roads within said County, at an 
estimated cost of approximately $607,000, to be 
financed through the State Improvement Com¬ 
mission, to be repaid from the 80% Surplus 
Gasoline Tax designated for Duval County. Taken 
into consideration with the request was the 
report of inspection made by the State Highway 
Engineer and the Division Engineer. 

On motion by Mr. Guernsey, seconded by Mr. 
Campbell, the following resolution was unani¬ 
mously adopted: 

WHEREAS, it appears to this Board that the 
reconditioning progam set up by Board of County 
Commissioners of Duval County in their resolu¬ 
tion of January 13, 1948, with exception of the 
reconstruction of the beach ramp from Atlantic 
Boulevard, consists of work which this Depart¬ 
ment classifies as Maintenance, and 

WHEREAS this Department is not willing and 
is not authorized by law to approve the spending 
of the County’s 80% surplus gasoline tax money 
for maintenance in said County, 

BE IT THEREFORE RESOLVED that the re¬ 
quest for approval of the said program to be 
financed through the State Improvement Com¬ 
mission in the approximate sum of $607,000 be 
and it is hereby denied. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED'that This Board 
hereby approves the reconstruction of the Con- 
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crete Ramp to the Beach on Atlantic Boulevard, 
which is one of the items included in the above 
program, and the Chairman of this Department 
is hereby authorized to make available the sum 
of $50,000 for the construction of said ramp, 
repayment of such advance to be made from the 
80% surplus gas tax funds to the credit of 
Duval County. 

DESIGNATING PROPOSED STATE ROAD 
9 AS A LIMITED ACCESS FACILITY 

On motion of Mr. Carleton, seconded by Mr. 
Guernsey, the following resolution was adopted: 

WHEREAS, State Road 9, Sections 8724, 8607 
and 9322 extending from Opa Locka on the 
south and paralleling the Seaboard Air Line 
Railway through Dade, Broward, and Palm 
Beach Counties to a point south of Clear Lake 
in Palm Beach County and extending north¬ 
westerly from that point around the west side 
of Clear Lake to a point intersecting the range 
line between R 42 E and R 43 E. thence northerly, 
approximately paralleling said range line and 
on the W side of the Florida East Coast Rail¬ 
road, wherever adjacent, to the Jupiter River, 
thence continuing in a northerly direction to 
the Martin County line, is a road proposed to 
alleviate congestion of traffic through Palm 
Beach, Broward and Dade Counties and is to 
be of a design to carry a large volume of 
through traffic as well as to serve traffic, orig¬ 
inating in or destined to the existing Cities and 
Towns located in the more heavily populated 
areas of said three Counties; and 

WHEREAS, in order to provide for the heavy 
traffic thereon, the preservation of public safety, 
the promotion of the general welfare, the im¬ 
provement and development of transportation 
facilities it is necessary that said proposed State 
Road 9 be designated, established and construc¬ 
ted as a limited access facility; and 


WHEREAS, the State Road Department on 
January 19, 1948 adopted a resolution designating 
said State Road 9 as a limited access facility, 
and did therein refer to the right of way map 
thereof recorded in the Office of the Clerk of 
the Circuit Court of Dade County Florida; and 

WHEREAS, said right of way map of that 
part of said State Road 9 lying in Dade County 
Florida had not been recorded on said date, 
as recited in said resolution, but has since been 
recorded in the office of the Clerk of the Circuit 
Court of Dade County in Plat Book 46, Page 62, 
Public Records of said County; and 

WHEREAS, it is deemed proper to adopt this 
resolution in lieu of said resolution of January 
19, 1948. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the 
State Road Department of Florida that it finds 
the matters and things recited in the preamble 
hereof to be true; that it is of the opinion that 
traffic conditions, present and future, justify 
and require the designation and establishment 
of State Road 9 as a limited access facility as 
hereinafter provided; that it finds it to be prac¬ 
ticable and to the best interests of the State 
of Florida that the designation and establish¬ 
ment of the said State Road 9 as a limited 
access facility is necessary to the public use; 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED by the State 
Road Department of Florida that by reason 
of the foregoing it does hereby designate and 
establish Sections 8724, 8607 and 9322 of State 
Road 9 extending northerly from Opa Locka on 
the south to the Martin County line on the 
north as a limited access facility as defined 
in and pursuant to the provisions of Chapter 
348, Florida Statutes 1941, cumulative supple¬ 
ment; 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that in the con¬ 
struction of said State Road 9 as a limited access 
facility, cross ways at which vehicles may enter 
upon, cross over or leave the paved traffic lanes 
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of said highway shall be provided and spaced 
at convenient and desirable intervals where just¬ 
ified and traffic conditions warrant, and that 
wherever there are no parallel streets, roads or 
ways affording residents, business concerns and 
others desiring to use said highway a means of 
vehicular access to and from said cross ways, 
then a space shall be designated within the right 
of way of said road if the right of way of said 
road is of sufficient width, and at all times 
whenever same is 200 feet wide or wider, and 
marked “outer roads” within which area the 
state highway authorities are authorized to plan, 
designate, establish, use, regulate, alter, im¬ 
prove and maintain local service roads and 
streets. Such local service roads or streets when 
constructed shall be of appropriate design and 
shall be separated from the limited access facili¬ 
ties proper by all devices designated as neces¬ 
sary, and vehicles shall be permitted to enter and 
leave the limited access facilities only at en¬ 
trances and exits provided for that purpose; 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that it is the 
judgment of the State Road Department of Flor¬ 
ida that said limited access facilities is neces¬ 
sary, practical and to the best interests of the 
State; 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED by the State Road 
Department that Dade County be and it is hereby 
authorized and requested, at its own expense, 
in its name, by and through its County Commis¬ 
sioners, to secure by gift, purchase or condemna¬ 
tion the fee simple title to the lands situate in 
the said Dade County, as shown by right of way 
map recorded in the office of the Clerk of the 
Circuit Court of Dade County, Florida, necessary 
for the right of way for said limited access 
facility in the establishment and construction 
thereof, and to convey the same to the State 
of Florida, free of encumbrances; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that this Resolu¬ 
tion replaces and supercedes those certain resolu¬ 
tions adopted by this Board on December 8, 
1947 and on January 19, 1948, under the cap¬ 
tion, “Designation of Proposed State Road 9 as a 
Limited Access Facility.” 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the Chair¬ 
man and Secretary of the Department give 15 
days’ notice of this action by publication as re¬ 
quired by law. 

CROSSING OF FEC RY. BY STATE 
ROAD 714 IN MARTIN COUNTY 

The Board considered the proposed agreement 
with the Florida East Coast ^Railway covering 
the crossing of State Road 714 at Milepost 26 
plus 2624’ of said railway in Martin County, 
and deferred its approval pending further study 
of the situation. 

REALIGNMENT OF ROAD A1A THROUGH 
TOWN OF MANALAPAN IN PALM 
BEACH COUNTY 

The Board gave further consideration to the 
request of the Town of Manalapan in Palm Beach 
County for the realignment of Road A1A through 
said town, and read a letter dated March 1 
from Mayor J. D. Gedney to Division Engineer 
Watson, asking that the surveys and location 
map and land descriptions prepared by the Town 
at its own expense be approved by the Board 
in order that acquisition of right of way may 
proceed. 

On motion of Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 
Campbell, the Board agreed to approve the said 
survey and location and to make formal re¬ 
quest for the necessary right of way upon re¬ 
ceipt of a resolution from the Town of Manala¬ 
pan agreeing to pay for the removal of muck 
from the site of the new location and to pro¬ 
tect the State Road Department in the use of 
any bay bottom beyond the limits of the pro¬ 
posed right of way, should same be found neces¬ 
sary in the construction and maintenance of 
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the said new road, and also agreeing to meet 
the requirements set out in the resolution 
adopted by this Board on November 17 with 
regard to the relocation of Section 9306 of State 
Road A1A. 

MAINTENANCE OF ROAD IN CHAR¬ 
LOTTE COUNTY DENIED 

A resolution from the Board of County Com¬ 
missioners of Charlotte County asked the St^te 
to take over for maintenance the road known 
as the Punta Gorda Beach Road, a distance of 
less than two miles, which connects up with 
Road 776. 

It was the consensus of opinion of the Mem¬ 
bers that because of the necessity of using funds 
for construction on primary roads the Depart¬ 
ment would be prevented from making any addi¬ 
tions to the state maintained system at this 
time, and on motion of Mr. Carleton, seconded 
by Mr. Campbell, the request was unanimously 
disapproved. 

PURCHASE OF THE FLORIDA 
HANDBOOK 

The Chairman exhibited to the Members a 
copy of The Florida Handbook, by Allen Morris, 
a compilation of facts about the state which 
has been adopted by other state departments for 
use by key personnel because of its compre¬ 
hensive collection of information regarding Flor¬ 
ida’s government, laws, resources, attractions 
and other data, in accessible form and needed 
particularly by those having relations with the 
public. The Members agreed that such a hand¬ 
book would be useful to certain of the Depart¬ 
ment’s employees, and, on motion of Mr. Camp¬ 
bell, seconded by Mr. Guernsey, the Chairman 
was authorized to place an order for as many 
copies of the book as he may consider neces¬ 
sary, not to exceed 100. 

MASTER PLAN FOR FUTURE DEVELOP¬ 
MENT OF STATE HIGHWAYS 

Mr. Guernsey brought up the matter of the 
proposed master plan for future development of 
state highways and expressed his interest in 
the Department’s early completion and adoption 
of this plan. An informal discussion followed and 
the Members agreed that work and study along 
every phase of this progressive program should 
be continued, leading toward its completion and 
adoption not later than October of this year. 

AGREEMENT WITH FEC RY. COVERING 
USE OF PIPE CULVERT ON JOB 
7302-201 AT BUNNELL, 
FLAGLER COUNTY 

The Board examined the agreement prepared 
by the Florida East Coast Railway for execu¬ 


tion covering the installation of pipe culvert on 
Job. No. 7302-201 at Bunnell, Flagler County, 
where a proposed drainage ditch crosses the 
railroad right of way. Certain changes suggested 
by the Engineer were also noted. 

On motion of Mr. Carleton, seconded by Mr. 
Guernsey, the Board approved the proposed 
agreement when it has been rewritten to in¬ 
corporate the changes recommended by Division 
Engineer N. L. Bryan, and Scott Reynolds, 
Drainage Engineer, and ordered its return to 
the Trustees of the Railway with request that 
it be redrawn in its proper form. 

POLICY FOR ADVANCE OF FUNDS FOR 
RIGHT OF WAY FOR PRIMARY ROADS 
EXTENDED TO COVER ALL FOUR- 
LANE HIGHWAYS 

On motion of Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 
Guernsey, the Board agreed to extend its policy 
adopted in resolution of September 16, 1946, 

providing for advance of State funds to coun¬ 
ties for acquisition of right of ways for pri¬ 
mary roads, to cover any road upon which four- 
lane construction is contemplated by this De¬ 
partment. 

THE FRED MAHAN DRIVE 

The Chairman told the other members of the 
Board that he had for some time been think¬ 
ing of proposing the naming of the highway 
between Tallahassee and Monticello in honor of 
Fred Mahan, the man who has been so gener¬ 
ous in his gifts of shrubbery from his nurs¬ 
eries for plantings along this road ever since 
its construction more than twenty years ago. 

On motion of Mr. Campbell, seconded by Mr. 
Fultz, the following resolution was unanimously 
adopted: 

WHEREAS, Fred Mahan, of Monticello, has 
for many years generously contributed nursery 
stock consisting of shrubs, hedges, and flowers 
for the beautification of that part of U. S. 
Highway 90 lying between Tallahassee and Mont¬ 
icello; and 

WHEREAS, through such generosity of Mr. 
Mahan, that section of highway is recognized 
as an esthetic attraction, and has contributed 
greatly to the pleasure and enjoyment of the 
citizens of this State, and to the thousands of 
motoring tourists traveling between these points, 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that 


in appreciation for this commendable service 
on the part of a good citizen, the State Road 
Department of Florida does hereby designate that 
part of U. S. Highway 90 (Florida State Road 
No. 10) between Tallahassee and Monticello as 
the FRED MAHAN DRIVE, and the Department 
further directs its engineers to erect suitable 
markers to commemorate and perpetuate this 
designation. 

FURNISHINGS FOR NEW OFFICE 
BUILDING 

The subject of suitable furnishings for cer¬ 
tain offices and rooms in the new State Road 
Department office building at Tallahassee, which 
upon its completion becomes a unit in the Capitol 
Center, was discussed. 

Upon motion of Mr. Campbell, seconded by 
Mr. Guernsey, the following resolution was 
unanimously adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED that the Chairman be and 
he is hereby authorized to act according to his 
judgment in the matter of providing suitable 
furnishings for the Chairman’s Office, the Board 
Room, the Secretary’s Office and the Recep¬ 
tion Room in the new State Road Department 
Building at Tallahassee. 

DELEGATIONS AND REQUESTS 

Broward County 
City of Fort Lauderdale 

Mr. Fultz presented a letter addressed to 
him by the Attorney for the City of Fort Lauder¬ 
dale relating to the City’s desire for the re¬ 
building of Las Olas Boulevard, relocating the 
channel of the intracoastal waterway, and con¬ 
structing a new bridge over or a tunnel under 
the waterway. The letter discussed the possi¬ 
bility of the city’s share in such a project 
being financed by converting into toll bridges 
the Las Olas bridge and a new causeway which 
the City contemplates building at Southeast 
15th or Southeast 17th Street, and using the 
revenue from said tolls to pay off the revenue 
certificates issued and sold to procure the money 
for the desired construction. Discussion followed. 

On motion by Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 
Carleton, the Board requested its Attorney to 
make a study of the legality of converting an 
existing connecting link maintained by the De- 
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partment into a toll connecting link, and using 
the revenue derived from such tolls, along with 
that from a new toll connecting link to be built 
by the City, to pay off revenue certificates is¬ 
sued and sold for the purpose of providing funds 
for the new construction. 

Columbia County 

Senator J. W. Lindler, Representative James 
Wilson, Joe Ferguson, County Attorney, Elbert 
L. Davis, Press M. Sandlin, Otis L. Page, Horace 
J. Witt, and Wilbur W. Douberly, Members of 
the Board of County Commissioners, John Hall 
representing the City of Lake City, and M. B. 
Wingate, B. H. Summers, A. T. Little, I. N. 
Nettles, W. R. Bates and A. J. Sheely were 
present from Columbia County. 

Senator Lindler spoke of Road No. 47 and 
requested the Department to separate the con 7 
templated construction on Section 2902 from that 
on Section 2900, since the County is securing 
the right of way on Section 2902, but will 
have to enter condemnation suits on Section 2900. 
He asked the Department to go ahead with 
construction of the road into Lake City, whereas 
he advised that all 12 owners on the proposed 
cutoff had objected to it. 

The Senator was advised that the Department 
would have to consider the two sections as one 
project and build both of them at the same 
time, and the Engineers were instructed to work 
out a cutoff that will be satisfactory. Request 
was made that the County obtain this right 
of way as promptly as possible. 

A resolution from the County Commissioners 
requested that Alachua Street, in Lake City, be 
designated as a connecting link. 

Dade County 

Mr. Fultz presented two resolutions from the 
Board of County Commissioners of Dade County, 
as follows: 

Advance of Funds to Dade County 
for R/W Road 9 

By resolution dated March 5, 1948, the County 
Commissioners asked for an advance of $380,600 
in addition to the $96,400 granted on July 28, 
1947, for right of way on Section 8724 of State 
Road 9. 

On motion of Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 
Campbell, the following resolution was unani¬ 
mously adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED by the State Road Depart¬ 
ment that because of the financial inability of 
Dade County to provide the necessary funds 
to acquire the right of way for Section 8724 
on State Road 9, extending from Opa Locka to 
the Broward County line, it is deemed to be 
in the best interest of the State to advance 
an additional sum (over and above the $96,400 
advanced on July 28, 1947) of $380,600, from 
State road funds and any Federal Aid 33 1/3% 
right of way urban funds for such purpose, with 
all state road funds advanced to be repaid 
out of 80% surplus gasoline tax funds of Dade 
County. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the action 
of the Chairman and Secretary of the Depart¬ 
ment in executing on behalf of the Department 
an agreement with the County carrying into 
effect the provisions of this resolution for the 


advance of said funds to the County, in accord¬ 
ance with the policy adopted by Department 
resolution of September 16, 1946, be and it is 

hereby approved and ratified. 

Advance of Funds to Dade County for 
R/W Golden Glades Drive, State 
Road 826 

By resolution dated March 5, 1948, the County 
Commissioners asked for an advance of funds 
for right of way along Golden Glades Drive 
(State Road 826) between State Road 5 and 
State Road 9. 

On motion of Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 
Campbell, the following resolution was unani¬ 
mously adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED by the 45tate Road Depart¬ 
ment that because of the financial inability of 
Dade County to provide the necessary funds 
to acquire the right of way for State Road 826, 
known as the Golden Glades Road, connecting 
State Road 5 and State Road 9, in said County, 
it is deemed to be in the best interest of the 
State to advance State Road funds in a sum 
not to exceed $40,000, to be repaid out of 80% 
surplus gasoline tax funds of Dade County. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the action 
of the Chairman and Secretary of the Depart¬ 
ment in executing on behalf of the Department 
an Agreement with Dade County carrying into 
effect the provisions of this resolution in ac¬ 
cordance with the policy adopted by the De¬ 
partment resolution of September 16, 1946, as 
extended by resolution of this date to cover 
all four-lane highways, be and it is hereby ap¬ 
proved and ratified. 

Dixie County 

Dixie County was represented by Senator 
G. W. Sanchez and Mr. J. H. Dowling, Engineer, 
who appeared in behalf of the farm-to-market 
road program in said county. They said that 
inasmuch as the Supreme Court has ruled fa¬ 
vorably in the gasoline tax revenue certificate 
financing program for farm-to-market roads, 
they were very desirous of commencing imme¬ 
diate proceedings to put through the Dixie 
County road program. 

Flagler and St. Johns Counties 

County Commissioner George E. Wickline of 
Flagler County and W. F. Rolleston, Vice Presi¬ 
dent and General Manager of Marine Studios, 
(located at Marineland, on Road A1A in Flagler 
County), were joined by Representative F. C. 
Usina of St. Johns County and W. I. Drysdale 
of the St. Augustine and St. Johns County 
Chamber of Commerce, in their request for re¬ 
conditioning of Road A1A in the two counties. 
A telegram from David K. McGinnies, President 
of the East Coast Highways Association, spoke 
of the critical condition of this road and urged 
immediate action to prevent untold hardship on 
many businesses in this area. Mr. Wickline spoke 
of the urgent need for some work at Summer- 
haven, where the road is washed nearly in two. 
He also requested a resurfacing of the entire 
27 miles of the project. The delegation suggested 
that if the old Vilano Beach Bridge might be 
moved and reconstructed across the inland water¬ 
way at Flagler Beach they would be satisfied 
with that. Mr. Rolleston filed a copy of their 
petition to the Governor, accompanied by sev¬ 


eral photographs showing severe damage done 
to the road near Marineland and at Summer- 
haven during and following the storms of the 
Fall of 1947 and the dangerous condition of the 
road at present, in support of their plea for 
its inclusion in the 1948 budget. 

The delegation was advised that everything 
possible is being done for Road A1A and that in¬ 
structions are that the repairs are to be of a 
permanent nature rather than temporary. 

V 

Hamilton County 

Senator G. W. Sanchez, Representative J. W. 
McAlpin, J. H. Dowling, Engineer, and County 
Commissioner J. V. McCall were present from 
Hamilton County. They urged the Road Depart¬ 
ment to retain in its construction budget Old 
Road 389 from Blue Springs to the Georgia 
State Line via Jennings. 

Hillsborough County 

Chairman Fred Ball and Commissioner Elbert 
Moore, County Engineer Ed Carroll, and John 
Higgins, County Purchasing Agent, were present 
from Hillsborough County in interest of the 
several projects within their county. Several 
problems were discussed. 

Mr. Moore spoke particularly of the need for 
a new bridge over the Alafia River on Road 45, 
which he stated was in very bad condition, having 
fallen through in one place. He also requested 
the Department to make provision for some 
roadside improvement on the 22nd Street Cause¬ 
way. 

Mr. Ball filed a resolution from the County 
Commissioners committing said Board to ac¬ 
quire the requested right of way for Courtney 
Campbell Parkway, Road 60, provided the De¬ 
partment will advance cost of said acquisition 
and amount of final payment in condemnation, 
from the County’s surplus gas tax funds. 

The Road Board agreed to advance funds in a 
reasonable amount to cover prices of such right 
of way obtained through condemnation. 

LIMITED ACCESS FEATURE ON COURT¬ 
NEY CAMPBELL PARKWAY 

On motion by Mr. Campbell, seconded by Mr. 
Guernsey, the Board unanimously voted that its 
resolution of November 17 designating Courtney 
Campbell Parkway a limited access facility be 
amended so that the limited access feature shall 
cover only that part of the said parkway lying 
within Pinellas County. 

Lafayette County 

Senator G. W. Sanchez and Engineer J. H. 
Dowling appeared before the Board and stated 
they were delegated by Lafayette County Com¬ 
missioners to request assistance in the repair 
of the Dowling Park Bridge on Road 250, by 
requesting the use of the Department’s piledriving 
equipment to install some piling on the bridge 
and to transfer the steel I-beams from the Lura- 
ville Bridge to the Dowling Park Bridge. 

Lee County 

Representative Scott Hough, H. M. Stringfel- 
low, Chairman, and R. B. Starter, Alvin Gorton, 
E. H. Keen, County Commissioners, Mayor Ralph 
Kurtz and Jack Holst of Fort Myers, A. W. 
Harris, President of the Chamber of Commerce, 
John Shay, City Councilman, Paul Franklin and 
J. B. Johnston were present from Lee County. 

Mr. Stringfellow requested the Department to 
push the sale of the certificates for construc¬ 
tion of Road 82, and was advised that as soon 
as the mandate is issued by the Supreme Court 
both the Improvement Commission and the 
Road Department will push the sale of all the 
road revenue certificates. Mr. Stringfellow also 
asked that the McGregor Boulevard project 
be commenced as soon as possible, and Mr. 
Kurtz stated their desire to have this project 
completed this summer. 
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Levy County 

Messrs. Fred LeSueur, R. C. Whitener and 
G. W. Becker, accompanied by J. H. Dowling, 
County Engineer, were present from Levy County, 
to register their continued interest in Road 331 
from Williston to Lebanon Station, and asked 
whether or not it would be built this year. They 
were advised that this project will be in the 
1948 budget and a conscientious effort will be 
made to build it this year. 

Marion County 

County Attorney Wallace E. Sturgis, Chairman 
Waldo Priest and Commissioner W. C. White 
came as a delegation from Marion County. 
Senator Sturgis thanked the Board for the 
one Marion County item in the budget and 
requested that it move forward. He reported the 
bad condition of the road from Road 40 over 
to Ft. McCoy, and asked that future considera¬ 
tion be given to the taking over for mainte¬ 
nance of the road from Salt Springs to con¬ 
nect with the state highway to Jacksonville. 

Martin County 

Senator Evans Crary and Mr. Truman Lifsey 
were present from Martin County. 

Senator Crary presented a resolution from 
Martin County asking that certain changes be 
made in the proposed form of lease-purchase 
agreement between the State Road Department 
and the State Improvement Commission relating 
to the proposed bridge project in Martin County, 
consisting of a bridge from Stuart to Sewall’s 
Point, thence to the Island Beach, also a new 
draw span in the Jensen Bridge. 

After full discussion by the Board, in which it 
was pointed out that the suggested changes 
should be first submitted to the Improvement 
Commission for its approval, on motion by Mr. 
Fultz, seconded by Mr. Guernsey, it was agreed 
that the Department defer further action until 
the Improvement Commission has acted thereon. 

Nassau County 

Mayor Gordon Butler and E. W. Maisenhelder, 
City Manager, of Fernandina, were present to 
request the Road Department to consider the 
widening of 8th Street, a part of State Road 
200, through the City of Fernandina. They 
filed several photographs to support their claim 
that its width of 25 feet is entirely too narrow 
to meet the demands of the traffic using it, 
and they asked that it be widened to 43 feet 
for a distance of 1.6 miles. 

Palm Beach County 

Chairman John Prince, Commissioner C. Y. 
Byrd, County Attorney Harry A. Johnston and 
R. B. McKee, Secretary to the Board of County 
Commissioners, were present from Palm Beach 
County. 

They presented two resolutions of the Board 
of County Commissioners which were read to 
the Road Board by Mr. Harry Johnston: (1) 
Pledging the County’s cooperation and urging 
the Department to provide in its 1948 budget for 
the immediate construction of that section of 
Road 9 between Yamato and Lantana, a distance 
of approximately 11.4 miles, in Palm Beach 
County. 

It was pointed out that about 80% of the 
right of way on this section lies within munici¬ 
palities. 

(2) Request that the Department advance 
Palm Beach County state funds in the sum of 
$85,600 to cover acquisition of the complete right 
of way for that part of Section 9322-201, State 
Road 9, which lies between Yamato and Lan¬ 
tana, a distance of 11.4 miles, to be repaid 
from the surplus gasoline tax fund of Palm 
Beach County. 


ADVANCE OF STATE ROAD FUNDS TO 
PALM BEACH COUNTY, SECTION 9322, 
STATE ROAD 9, FROM YAMATO 
TO LANTANA 

On motion of Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 
Carleton, the following resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED by the State Road Depart¬ 
ment that because of the financial inability of 
Palm Beach County to provide the necessary 
funds to acquire the right of way for Section 
9322, State Road 9, Yamato to Lantana, it is 
deemed to be in the best interest of the state 
to advance state road funds for such purpose, 
as follows: 

$85,800.00, a part of which has already 
been advanced on deeds already approved 
by the Right of Way Division. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the Chair¬ 
man and Secretary of the Department execute 
on behalf of the Department an agreement with 
the County carrying into effect the provisions 
of this resolution for the advance of said funds 
to the County. 

PRA ASKED TO MAKE SECTION OF 
STATE ROAD 9 URBAN PROJECT 

On motion of Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. Carle- 
ton, the following resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED that the Department make 
an immediate request to the Public Roads Ad¬ 
ministration to declare the part of Section 9322- 
201 of State Road 9 extending from Yamato 
to Lantana, a distance of 11.4 miles, in Palm 
Beach County, an Urban project, so that if 
Urban funds become available they may be 
set up for construction of said project. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that this De¬ 
partment do all things possible to include con¬ 
struction of this project in its 1948 program. 

Polk County 

County Attorney Milton D. Wilson, and County 
Commissioners W. T. Duggan, Roy P. Gladney 
and M. M. Ebert represented Polk County. 

Mr. Wilson spoke of State Road 60 as one 
of the main cross-state highways, and said that 
its completion was first on their priority list. 
He said that all the right of way has been ob¬ 
tained for the 41 / 2 -mile section which is all 
that remains to be rebuilt, and Polk County 
feels that it should be done this year. 

Other requests were as follows: (2) Road 35 
from Dade City to Lakeland. He said they were 
immediately interested in the part 9 miles 
north of Lakeland. (3) Road 37 from Mulberry 
south to Brewster. (4) The Overpass at Polk 
City. He said the County had been required to 
pay $37,500 for a hotel that had to be moved 
for this project, and they urged contract for 
this project at once. (5) That a survey be made 
for a by-pass road for the City of Lakeland. 

St\ Johns County 

(See Flagler County.) 

St. Lucie County 

Messrs. R. R. Martin and Douglas Silver, 
President of the Chamber of Commerce, came 
from Fort Pierce to ask that the item of $29,- 
000 in the 1948 budget for work on the North 
Causeway be retained, and stated they were de¬ 
sirous of having a public park at this location. 


Santa Rosa County 

County Attorney A. L. Johnston, Commissioner 
E. M. Fowler, and Messrs. J. E. McCurdy, L. N. 
Findley and J. D. Hood were present from 
Santa Rosa County. 

Mr. Johnston referred to the resolution adopted 
February 10th by the Board of County Commis¬ 
sioners asking for an advance of state funds 
for the acquisition of right of way on certain 
roads now under construction in said County, 
and advised that at a recent meeting of their 
Board it had been determined that they would 
need between $12,000 and $15,000 and they 
wished to borrow the amount needed from 
the surplus gasoline tax funds. Mr. Fowler said 
they would have to buy several parcels on the 
road from Chumuckla to Jay. 

The delegation was advised that the roads in 
question were not primary roads and therefore 
did not qualify for advance funds under the 
Department policy. 

Mr. Fowler said they were having some right 
of way difficulty in the town of Jay and he re¬ 
quested that Division Engineer Dickenson be 
asked to come and investigate the situation and 
see if some satisfactory solution could be found. 
He also made request for something to be al¬ 
lowed in the budget for the short section be¬ 
tween Jay and the Alabama State line. 

Suwannee County 

Senator G. W. Sanchez, Commissioners C. B. 
Barnes and Alfred Fortner were present from 
Suwannee County and said they wished to Join 
Lafayette County in its request in behalf of the 
Dowling Park Bridge. 

They further requested that the Department 
execute contract with the Marion Construction 
Company as soon as possible so they may get 
to work on their farm-to-market roads, which 
are Road 136 to White Springs and Road 250 
from Dowling Park to its intersection with Road 
51 southwest of Live Oak. 

Senator Sanchez thanked the Board Members 
for retaining the construction of Road 49 in 
Suwannee County in the budget, and assured 
full cooperation in the procurement of right of 
way for this road. 

Volusia County 

The Volusia County delegation included the 
following: County Commissioners M. H. Ryan, 
G. C. Beck, E. H. Blank and W. R. Stigler, 
and County Attorney Charles Luther; W. J. 
Cozens, Jr., Executive Director of the East Coast 
Highways Association, Jack Sapp, New Smyrna 
Beach City Commissioner, E. W. Gautier, City 
Attorney, John R. DeBerry and Hal C. Allan. 

Their principal request was that the construc¬ 
tion of State Road 40 on its new location from 
DeLand to New Smyrna Beach be included in 
the 1948 budget. Mr. Beck and Mr. Cozens re¬ 
ported that 88% of the right of way had been 
acquired, and they did not anticipate any 
trouble in obtaining the other 12%, but thought 
they could get all the remaining deeds signed 
up by their out-of-state owners not later than 
April 1st. 

The Chairman made the comment that one 
of the first prerequisites for work on any proj¬ 
ect is the possession of its right of way, and 
assured the delegation that if the County com-

The Florida Intracoastal Waterway, now on the verge of new development, has been a 
leading artery of progress in Florida since the days of Ponce de Leon.

In 1883 dredging of a five-foot channel began and small packet steamers began to ply the 
canal. Since 1912, an 8-foot depth has been specified for the Intracoastal Waterway and 
many small pleasure craft visit Florida each year via the East Coast Canal. Picture at 
jfwer right is the Fleischmann yacht HAIDA, largest post-war yacht built in this country. 
The HAIDA is typical of ships which will use the Waterway when it is deepened to 12 
feet in a project now awaiting appropriation of funds in Washington.
